Security Council resumed its discussion of Palestine at 
the morning session on the 2lst uay. The first speaker was 
Gromyko who said that he believed more strongly than ever in 
the resolution of the 29th November, and that the Security 
Council must shortly consider Israel's application for 
membership of the United Nations. He was surprised at the 
attitude of the Arab Governments but sympathised with the 
struggle of the Arab peoples for complete independence, 

A spokesman for the United Kinz;dom Government in London had 
said that the United Kingdom would continue to help Trans- 
Jordan until the activities of the latter were condemned by 
the United ijations. At the same time the United Kingdom 
delegate on the Seaurit: Council was opposing any measures 
which might lead to such a condemnation, Trans-Jordan was 
not a fully independent State and its amy was under British 
leadership. It was the duty of the Security Council to 
determine the existence of a threat to the peace under 
Aarticic 39 of the Charter. If the United kin, don, Belgian 
and Chinese delegates doubted whether a breach of the peace 
had taken place they might be sent in an aircraft to see the 
situation in Palestine for themselves. The Truce Comission 
had proved useless and the Security Council would be 
surrendering to illusions if it now placed its hopes solely 
on the mediator, He did not know how the Arab States would 
react to an order from the Security Council to stop fighting 
but the Council shou d not be deterred by "crystal gazing" 
fron taking the step which was immediately necessary. 


2. khoury pointed out that the Security Council had 
already decided that it could not take measures to implenent 
the partition plan. hie Claimed that even the General Assembly 


/nad tacitly abandoned 
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had tacitly abandoned the plan by referring in the 
resolution of the 14th ilay to the "adjustment of the 
future situation" in Palestine and by relieving the 
Palestine Commission of its responsibilities. 

He also Claimed that the Arab League of which Palestine 
had been "an associate member" since its foundation were 
acting under article 52 of the Charter. The Security 
Council shou'd be grateful to the Arabs for their 
endeavour to secure the pacific settlement of a local 
dispute. Khoury then asked what under the United 
States resolution would happen after the cease fire, 

If the period of truce was to be used for completing 

the organisation of the Jewish State then to appeal to 
the Arabs to stop fighting was like approaching a child 
who was being bitten by an insect and asking him to stop 
crying without removing the insect, It was no use passing 
resolutions with which the parties addressed could not 


comply. 
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
